HAST! CONSCRIPTION 
IS NOT NOW ADVISABLE. 


The Dally» while heretofore an ar­ 
dent advocate of most of the policies 
for which President Wilson has stood, 
does not agree with the administra­ 
tion program of selective conscription. 
Our opposition to the drafting of men 
for military service, we 
admit, 
la 
based largely on sentimental grounds. 
From time immemorial the Ameri­ 
can citizen hae been taught to be­ 
lieve that in the hour 
of 
national 
crisis he will be given the opportun­ 
ity of TObunteering his services for 
the defense of his country. 
He hae 
Imbibed the Idea from the cradle up 
that to be conscripted is more than 
a humiliation—it is a disgrace. 
Any 
plan for recruiting the army that vio­ 
lates this hallowed tradition must be 
classed by the hulk of the people as 
un-American. 
It is admitted that there are cer­ 
tain features of the conscription plan 
that are meritorious. Conscription is 
equitable; it is rapid; it puts 
the 
“Blacker” on the same basis as the 
patriot. 
At the same time it places, 
the burden of fighting the nation’s 
batUea upon the very same men Who 
must assume this responsibility—for 
the slacker is not the type of man­ 
hood that comes under the head of 
“selective”—without giving them the 
privilege of rallying to the colors of 
their own volition., 
The war tern progressed for nearly 
three years. It may yet be in its in­ 
fancy. The allies are making splendid 
gains upon tbe western front. 
The 
German legions everywhere are being 
held in check. All of this being true, 
why the haste to force men into the 
army, whefa they would gladly enlist 
if given the chance? 
Although the United States has been 
at war withuGermany fbr nearly a 
week, no calpEfor voíunteers has yet 
been issued. In this precious period 
of time half a minion men would have 
volunteered had a clarion call been 
sounded. 
The American thing to do, as the 
Daily sees it, Is to call for volunteers 
for at least thirty days, with a con­ 
scription, period in the background as 
an Incentive 
to . enlistment. 
This 
would grant to every patriotic citizen 
the opportunity to go forward with­ 
out pressure from any source. Then, 
if the cumber of recruits did not come 
up to expectation, the methods em­ 
ployed in dt»ikest Europe could be 
it< oked for securing the remainder. 
The grandbst army that America 
ever knew was the devoted sons of 
the PowjLland who for 
four 
years 
prcudfy Lore the Stars 
and 
Bars 
akft under overwhelming odds. This 
was a volunteer force 
that 
sprung 
forward 
for 
the 
defense of their 


In this national crisis when th# 
Unite# Btates is faced with th# bit­ 
terest war in Its history, it is very 
evident that the food production of 
the country must be increased at any 
cost. At the present time th# United 
States is feeding the worM. 
A short 
wheat crop for this spring if already 
in prospect. 
It behooves th# farmees 
to plant much larger food crops 
We residents of the Twin Cities can 
also do our bit In our gardens. Every 
home grown potato Is a shot against 
the Germana and every peck of onions 
is a fusilade. 
We 
can relieve the 
food shortage by growing our foods 
in our gardens as well as lessen the 
high cost of living. 
It has actually hecome the patrio­ 
tic duty of evtfy citizen to raise a 
garden.

Washington, April 12.—The 
chief 
railroads of the country, seeking tc 
hasten proceedings in their applica­ 
tions fofr general increase» of 16 per 
cent In freight rates, have notified the 
interstate commerce commission that 
should the increased rates be authoiz- 
ed the roads would accept a reduction 
without contest in the courts, at some 
»iUer .date when the present emer­ 
gency should have passed. 
The roads also urged the commis­ 
sion torgrant the increases not later 
than June I, next, declaring that the 
present need was imperative and that 
they were facing a situation growing 
more serious with every day of de­ 
lay. 
, 
Representatives 
of southern an») 
western lines agreed unreservedly to 
accept any order to reduce rates gen­ 
erally that the commission might see 
fit to issue later should the present 
day of soaring operating costs soon 
pass. 
Eastern lines sought to couple 
with their stipualtion a condition that 
the road would accept such a reduc 
tion unless it were virtually confls 
catory. 
Technicalities apparently in the way 
of authorization of a geseral increase 
were discussed. 
In the case of an­ 
thracite coal, it was pointed out that 
the statutory two-year time of the 
commission’s latest order fixing rates 
would not expire for some time yet. 
and without suspension of the rule 
no general advance could be made 
on this commodity rate. 
Other com­ 
modity rates are similarly affected. 
Judications are that one 
of 
two 
courses probably will be followed: 
The railroads will be permitted to file 
their proposed increases, effective at 
once, and they will be suspended for 
30 to 60 days, or they will be 
per­ 
mitted to file them effective June 1, 
and in the interim hearings will be 
held to determine their reasonable­ 
ness.
